• John J. Ford, Jr.’s Red Books, inscribed to him by the editors 
e a sizeable run of Spink’s Numismatic Circular 

• a complete, 21-volume set of the hardcover edition of Stack’s Ford sales. 

The sale includes a significant group of material on U.S. paper money and banking history from the library of 
the late Douglas Ball, and many scarce and obscure works on American numismatics and related subjects from 
the Ford library. Be sure to peruse the catalogue carefully. 

The contents have been arranged in an effort to make browsing easy for the reader. The table of contents 
outlines the basic divisions, and an index is provided at the end of catalogue. I would remind readers that 
relevant material may sometimes be found in different sections: a collector of colonial coins of North America, 
for instance, would be poorly served by reading only the section on U.S. numismatics. The catalogue is also 
available in PDF form from my Web site: www.fanningbooks.com. The PDF allows one to search the text by 
keywords: a very valuable tool for locating what you are looking for.

He was a teacher of Joseph Eckhel, who credited Froelich with 
introducing him to numismatics (Numi veteres aneedoti, 1775). Babelon credits Froelich’s works 
with doing much to advance the science of numismatics (Traite, Vol. I, cols. 169-170).

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An Astonishing 'Photographic Archive from an ANS Photographer 

Over 6500 Prints and 1600 Negatives 

29. Johnson, Raymond W. [photographer]. Archive of over 6500 high-quality photographs and 1600 
photographic negatives, being the personal records of Raymond Johnson, who served as the American 
Numismatic Society’s photographer from 1954 into the early 1960s. Depicted are primarily coins from 
Johnson’s own collection, as well as over 1000 photos depicting specimens from the ANS cabinets and pieces 
from a number of different coin dealers, auction houses and collectors. Many with coins neatly identified on 
back in pencil or ink. Some with information noted on the equipment used in taking or processing the 
phoros. \with ] Twelve notebooks containing thousands of pages filled with Johnson’s neat handwriting, 
recording in meticulous [frankly incredible] detail his own numismatic holdings. Very good to fine. ($5000) 
Howard L. Adelson provides us with the context of these photos in his excellent history of the ANS: 

With the increased activity found at the museum during the next dozen years, it became necessary to arrange for proper 
photographic facilities. In the past, one of the assistant curators had acted as photographer, and the developing and printing was 
done commercially. By 194', it was found that this procedure placed too great a burden on the time of the assistant curator, and 
in July of that year a committee consisting of [Alfred] Bellinger, [Herbert] Ives, and [Robert] Nesmith was appointed to re- ’ 
examine the entire problem with a view to improving arrangements. Their investigation revealed that the assistant curator, William 
i undertaken the task of photographing the objects for the museum some eight years earlier when a professional photo¬ 
grapher had relinquished the Society ’s work. Since the photographic facilities of the Society' were utilized by private individuals as 
ept d ullc busy widl what had started as merely an additional duty. The Committee proposed that a complete 
photographic department would be advisable with skilled professional employees handling the work. Towards the end of 1947, it 
: tssible to organize a photographic department under the care of DeVere W. Baker, a professional photographer with’ 
varied experience. When Baker retired in 1954, he was asked to train his successor, Raymond Johnson, who has successfully 
carried on the work of the department, (pages 274—75) 

Johnson was a talented numismatic photographer, as this archive clearly demonstrates. The bulk of the photos present here, and all of 
the neganves, depict Johnson’s own considerable collection, which is also recorded in the notebooks included in this lot. The photos 
recording Johnson’s collection account for 14 of the 17 boxes of material present, and contain many duplicate images. These 
constitute mostly Roman and, to a lesser degree, Greek coins, with a strong emphasis on Alexandria. (Raymond published on Roman 
coins in the Com Collector's]oumal in the 1930s and 1940s.) The remaining boxes, containing at least 1000 photographs, depict a hugely 
varied assortment of material denved from his work as ANS photographer. As mentioned by Adelson, coin dealers made use of 
Johnson s skills and equipment, as did publishing firms and private researchers. According to Johnson’s notes, some of these photos 
were taken for: Ernst Kraus’s “New and Recent Issues” column in The Numismatist (e.g., the photo of Reunion’s 1955 5 franc piece 
depicted on page ber 1956 issue is present); Coin Galleries; A. Carson Simpson; Robert Nesmith; John Davenport- 

p hilir> Gnerson VC r Corns of the World ); Margaret Thompson; Hans M.F. Schultnan; Max Kaplan; Edmund Zygmatv 

George C. Miles; and Whitman Publishing. A typed letter signed in ink from Dorothy Paschal to Johnson, dated Nov. 18 1957 is 
present, lauding Johnsons photographs and noting that “Dr. Sheldon was delighted with them and so am I We can use every one of 
diem and we feel sure that they will make the kind of reproductions we want in the book.” (Sadly these photographs are not present) 
The array of numismatic material represented is astonishing. Nearly every form of coinage is represented, from Celtic ring money and 
Chinese kmte money to multiple thalers and modern proofs. Most of the coins depicted are ancient Greek and Roman coins though 
medieval and early modern pieces are represented, as are strictly modern issues. American coins are also represented though’they 
consutute a small fracuon of the photos present: there are envelopes devoted to private gold and ingots, American colonial coins and 
currency, ANS medals, Benjamin Franklin medals, Presidential medals and “Misc. Amencan Medals, Etc.” Some of the photographs 
are of documents, some of clay tablets, some of plaquettes. The vast majority, however, are of the coins themselves, sometimes singly 
somenmes in groups. They are generally arranged carefully in envelopes, though some of them are unsorted. One double-row box ’ 
contains coin envelopes filled with carefully cropped photos. Some larger photos are present, including two photos dated Spring 1955 
of the Museum Court area of 155th and Broadway, home of the ANS (“Taken by me with Mr. Mosser’s Argus Camera — on a very- 
cloudy day. ) A wonderful assemblage of material by a talented numismatic photographer. (See color plates.)

The quarto edition, published the same year as the massive folio edition, in response to public demand. Medailles sur les principaux 
evenements du regne de Louis le Grand was created by the Academie Royale des Medailles et des Inscriptions and was intended not simply 
to be a record of the medals of Louis XTV, but a carefully constructed history of his reign. From the birth of Louis XTV in 1638 and 
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his ascension to the throne on the death of Louis XIII less than five years later, this work traces the important events in the life of this 
illustrious monarch as well as the history of France itself. The historical descriptions of the medals were written by Nicolas Boileau- 
Despreaux, and the engravings and other artistic flourishes required the participation of a number of prominent artists. Frangois 
Charpentier (1620—1702) was an important member of l’Academie frangaise and was involved in the production of many of the 
medals depicted in this volume. While primary authorship has traditionally been ascribed to him, his actual involvement in the work 
appears unclear. The quarto’s Avertissement reads: “L’Edition in folio que l’on vient d’achever de cet Oevrage, ne pouvant suffire a 
contenter la curiosite du Public, on a voulu le satisfaire & luy en donner le plus promptement qu’il a este possible une Edition in 
quarto. Eile n’est pas de la magnificence de la premiere, mais elle ne laisse pas d’avoir ses beautez. On n’a pas juge a propos de repeter 
les Testes a chaque revers, & on s’est contente de les mettre a la premiere Medaille de chacun des differents ages, qu’on a distribuez en 
huit. Ce que cette Edition a de plus particulier, c’est que toutes les Medailles sont gravees de la mesme grandeur dont elles ont este 
nouvellement ffappees.” The reduced format required entirely new engravings. The medals throughout the volume have only their 
reverses depicted, with the obverse also shown only when there was a change in design. They are also smaller, being 44 mm in 
diameter, as opposed to the 73 mm diameter of the pieces portrayed in the folio edition (though, as pointed out above in the 
Avertissement, the medals are depicted herein at their actual size). The works are essentially textually identical, though the quarto 
edition never includes the Preface found in the earliest issues of the folio edition. Though a plainer cousin of the folio edition, this 
quarto edition has its advantages to the numismatic researcher, its considerably more practical size not being the least of them.

“The baptismal basin used in our church bears an 
inscription, according to my recollection of it, in these words,— “The gift of Mr. Jeremiah Atwater to the First Church in New Haven 
A.D. 1735.’ Perhaps I am mistaken in the date, but I am not many years wide of the mark. As the story runs, that Mr. Atwater was a 
New Haven merchant who purchased a keg of nails in Boston, & on opening it found nails at the top, but [Spanish-American] dollars 
further down. He informed the vendor that there was a mistake about the contents of the keg, but was answered, ‘I bought it for nails 
& sold it for nails.’ In other words, the vendor did not consider himself as having warranted the article & was unwilling to correct 
mistakes as to its quality. Mr. Atwater considered the dollars as having come to him in the Providence of God, & employed a part of 
the silver in making the basin which he presented to the Church.” The letter continues, giving more details as to the story and others 
who had written about it. A very' interesting little historical nugget.

F.C.C. Boyd’s checklist of one of the finest collections of Connecticut coppers ever formed, one which drew upon the previous 
holdings of such numismatic luminaries as Hays, Hall, Brand and Ryder, and which was eventually sold as the John J. Ford, Jr. 
collection. While the notes cannot be dated with certainty, their resemblance to his notes on New Jersey coppers below places them 
around the same ume penod (c. 1945). While not as detailed as the Newjersey inventories below, these remain wonderful records of 
an astonishing collection.

Another interesting set of notes. While the varieties discussed here are clearly outlined by Boyd, what is somewhat puzzling are the 
notes on provenance, which diverge from those given in the Stack’s catalogue of Ford I, which included these pieces. This cataloguer 
is uncertain if the pieces in the Stack’s sale included the pieces listed here, but these certainly appear to have been part of Boyd’s 
collection, with some of them coming from the Col. Green collection. This is a series that Ford actively collected (unlike his New 
Jersey and Connecticut coppers collections, which essentially were as Boyd left them).

An intriguing set of notes. It is largely unclear which specimens Boyd is discussing in these notes. The gold Immune 

Columbia/Constellatio Nova piece, of course, is unique and in the National Collection at the Smithsonian, and the weight Boyd gives 

matches that piece. The silver and copper specimens recorded here do not appear to be the ones that sold in the recent Ford sales. 

The Ryder 1 specimen recorded may be the second Boyd/Ford piece from Ford I, lot 12, whose weight it closely matches. The 
Ceorcius III Rex piece in the Ford sale does not match the one recorded here, though it is one of the pieces for which Boyd seems to 
have recorded an inventory number here. Worth more careful examination than your humble cataloguer can give them. 

F.C.C. Boyyd Inventories of His New Jersey Coppers

A wonderful group of notes regarding Boyd’s outstanding collection of New Jersey coppers, compiled while he was busily occupied 
with improving the collection. While the notes cannot be dated with certainty, they include material from the Hall-Brand collections, 
which Boyd purchased from B.G. Johnson in early 1945. They do not include material purchased from the 1955 Jacob Spiro sale. 
Intriguingly, they include only some of the Hillyer Ryder pieces Boyd purchased from Wayte Raymond beginning in 1945, strongly 
suggesting that Raymond sold these piecemeal to Boyd rather than as a group. The notes record the status of Boyd’s collection at this 
time as well as provenances of his pieces and other significant data (on overstrikes, for instance), including some not making their way 
into the Stack’s sale of the Ford holdings (e.g., Boyd’s 9G is noted in the second set of notes as being ex Ryder).

Four significant documents issued by the CSA government, all discussing some aspect of their depreciated currency and the problems 
attendant thereon. The first report, written by William W. Boyce, discusses the crisis quite eloquendy: “It is admitted by all that the 
currency is in a deplorable condition. It is depreciated to such an extent that the Government can collect nothing by taxation but its 
own paper, depreciated as compared with specie to the extent of two thousand per cent. ... Under this state of affairs, the Government 
is in a condition of financial paralysis. It cannot pay its armies in the field, except in worthless paper. It cannot pay its employees. It 
cannot purchase subsistence for its armies, and is compelled, to prevent their disbanding from starvation, to resort to the odious 
system of impressments, which is filling the land with execrations. It is evident, therefore, we are travelling a road, which is leading as 
fast as possible to a precipice.” The second document, a resolution by Francis Stother Lyon, discusses a bill that would adjust taxes to 
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raise “an amount sufficient to absorb the remainder of the currency outstanding” and “to authorize a new issue of treasury notes to 
the amount of $200,000,000.” The third document, by William Russell Smith, proposes “that the Secretary of the Treasury be required 
to issue two hundred and fifty millions of dollars in notes of denominations of five hundred dollars to one dollar, redeemable in specie 
two years after the ratification of a treaty of peace ... that the holders of Confederate notes, now in circulation, be allowed to exchange 
the old notes for the said new issue at the rates of five dollars of the old for one dollar of the new ... that said new notes shall be 
receivable in payment of all public dues, including export duties, and shall be a legal tender in the payment of individual debts.” The 
final document is William Dunlap Simpson’s amendment proposing an additional tax for 1865 on certain products to be applied to the 
redemption of currency.

The court documents comprise three related 
documents: 1) the statement of John (signed Johann) Miller, the clerk at Henry Grant’s grocer on whom the bad bill was attempted to 
be passed (dated Sept. 30,1836); 2) the statement of William Carlisle, who is alleged to have attempted to pass the bad note (dated 
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Oct. 3,1836); and 3) the statement of John Lash, who accompanied Carlisle and who was suspected of being in cahoots with him 
(dated Oct. 3, 1836). The first document lays out the basic story: that Carlisle purchased smoked beef at Grant’s grocery and attempted 
to pay Miller with the bill in question, which Miller refused as a counterfeit. Lash attempted to convince Miller that Carlisle’s note was 
good. Miller responded by hailing a constable. Carlisle and Lash were arrested and taken to the police station to be questioned. 

Carlisle, it turns out, was not a stranger to said police station — indeed, this was the second time he was charged with passing a bad 
note. His statement denies pretty much everything. Lash, in his statement, claims he is “not particularly acquainted with William 
Carlisle,” which seems a promising point of departure under the circumstances. He states that the bill came from one John Dusenbury 
(who, by the time the statement was taken, was also conveniently on hand). Dusenbury passes the blame onto a “Mrs. Totten in 
Cherry St. near Walnut St.,” who “keeps the money stuffed in her petticoats.” Lash proceeds to name a number of denizens of Scott’s 
Cellar, an undescribed establishment of which we can presumably safely assume the worst, stating that they are also “concerned in 
passing counterfeit bills.” A fascinating group of documents: someone really should write an article about them. (See color plates.)

A very interesting group of handwritten documents regarding an 1829 counterfeiting case in northeastern Pennsylvania. The first 
document (the longest) sets out the facts of the case as they could be pieced together from the stories told by those involved. James 
Edwards had given “an Irish peddler” a $20 bill drawn on the Kensington Bank. The document states that Edwards was careful to say 
that while he thought it was good, “he was not much of a judge.” The peddler consulted a counterfeit detector and thought enough of 
the bill to take it. On finding himself unable to pass it later, however, he wished to return it to Edwards. They quibbled over the terms 
of the exchange and Edwards found himself facing a warrant for his arrest. Edwards and the peddler work out an agreement, but the 
Justice of the Peace, Daniel Kimble, refused to drop the matter. At this point, James Compton states that he will swear that Edwards 
had told him that he was purchasing and passing counterfeit bills. The second document is mostly concerned with Compton’s 
allegations against Edwards, who was arrested as a result. The third document gives two statements regarding Compton, both of 
which implicate Compton and provide a motive for his statement against Edwards. The fourth document is simply a list of witnesses 
for Edwards’s defense. The following note is found on the final leaf of the first document: “The charge agst. Edwards is that he 
uttered Counterfeit money knowing it to be so. To convict him every part of this charge must be proved — 1 The uttering of titis 
note. 2. That it is bad & 3. That Edwards knew it to be so.” A fascinating assemblage of material: the first document makes explicit 
reference to the Irish peddler consulting a counterfeit detector, which is a neat early reference to these practical references.

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A Small Collection of Evans 

Evans’s History of the United States Mint is one of those books with which every numismatic bibliophile 
becomes familiar. Published more or less continually for over 15 years, its intended audience was not 
numismatists. Instead, it was promoted as a guide book for the public and was sold to visitors to the Mint 
(apparently very successfully so). Issued in a myriad of edidons and printings, the book is a bibliographic 
nightmare for those set on determining edition and issue sequence. The text (which Evans almost certainly 
didn’t write) is fairly consistent, but is tinkered with here and there from edition to edition. The illustrations 
change more frequently, and range in quality' from excellent to awful, with the former being one of the best 
reasons to assemble a small group of different editions of this work. The illustrations were frequently 
updated to include current Mint officials and anyone else who may be in a position to help Evans sell more 
copies. Most notably, the color of the cloth used to bind copies of the volume changed constantly. This 
cataloguer suspects, however, that bibliophiles have placed too much emphasis on cloth color and not 
enough on textual differences when discussing variations of the book. It may well be that binders were 
simply instructed to use whatever color cloth was available to keep costs down, which would indicate that 
there is no correlation between cloth color and issue/state. In the following listings, I have given full 
bibliographical details for each new year and edition, and have only truncated entries when they would 
duplicate exactly the preceding entry. I cannot claim to have arranged these copies in issue sequence, but 
I’ve tried to work toward that goal.

Eric will be a big sport if he purchased it at one 
tenth of the pric< If Eri< asks you for any store cards, it is because he is itching to make another trade with me. He is some 

trader!!!” A real confluence of numismatic personalities. 

Paul Franklin on the Tubac Piece

The major parties still involved in the controversy over the 
Franklin and Ford-associated gold pieces seem to agree on the bogus status of this particular one. “Regarding the Tubac piece, - the 
concensus (sic) of opinion seems to be that the date could have been meant to be 17(j7 and the top tail of the (6) six is missing. I spoke 
to a couple of the fellows at the pioneer Mu. in Tucson. - They say impossible on 1707 must be 1767.” The letter continues to discuss 
other areas of Western numismatic Americana, including Western checks and Treasury receipts, some of which are offered to Ford for 
saie.

Large Cent Correspondence from the WW1I Era 

257. Geiss, Frederic William, and Joseph F. Sawicki. Letters pertaining to United States large cents. 1943-

An interesting group of letters between members of the large cent fraternity during and immediately after the Second World War. 
There are six signed, handwritten letters from Geiss: 1) Oct. 1, 1943, addressed simply “Dear Sir,” but in the context of the group 
almost certainly written to Earl D. Sherwood. 2) Dec. 21, 1943 to Sherwood. 3) Dec. 31,1943 to Sherwood. 4) Feb. 4, 1944 to 
Sherwood. 5) Mar. 24, 1944 to “Mr. Sheldon,” possibly William Sheldon, but just as likely an absentminded error for Sherwood. 

6) June 15, 1944 to Sherwood. There are four typewritten, hand-signed letters from Sawicki: 1) July 20, 1944 to Sherwood. 2) July 27, 
1944 to Sherwood. 3) Nov. 16, 1945 to Leonard Holland. 4) Nov. 26, 1945 to Holland. The letters by Geiss mostly concern his efforts 
to improve upon his very' advanced collection of large cents. “I rate coins Unc / V. Fine / Fine / Good / Fair,” he writes, with a note 
to the side saying “I only buy these,” pointing to “Unc” and “V. Fine.” He wasn’t shy about returning coins (“ 1797 is not my type of coin. 

I only want very fine and uncirculated “the 1805 is only fine not very fine.” One of the more interesting letters goes into some detail 
about his purchases: “I bought the 1839 over 36 from Pearl collection. I now have 2 of these in very fine condition. I bought last 
month from Stack 1793 Unc Gems 600.00 1793 Liberty Cap 800.00 one of finest, 1804 500.00 almost perfect. ... I think prices are too 
high but am afraid they will go higher. I bought from Johnson in St. Louis yesterday a nice 1796 Liberty Cap for 125.00 and a bust 
type for 150.00 really a gem. That about completes my cents I have 3 sets now.” Three of his letters include want lists. Geiss went on 
to sell his collection through B. Max Mehl (Feb. 18,1947), and his letters make for very interesting reading. The letters by Sawicki 
regard cents sent to him on approval by Holland and Sherwood, neither of whom made much money off him if these letters are any 
indication. To Sherwood, he writes of a 1799 cent, “I would be very happy to purchase the coin for that sum or possibly a little more 
if it was not corroded and if the color was not black.” In a letter to Holland, he sends back two cents and sums up his approach to 
collecting by saying, “I am in the market for large cents that are absolutely in perfect condition. In other words I want coins in as near 
gem condition as it is possible to secure.” The results of this seeming pickiness are to be seen in Stack’s sale of Feb. 27, 1954, which 
included the bulk of his collection. Ex John W. Adams library.

The Bank of the United States, of 
course, was a focal point of the Jackson administration, whose policies (perpetuated by Van Buren) helped bring about the Hard 
Times of token fame.

26d, 27,41 thick planchet, 41 thin planchet, 41a in silver, 42a in silver, 43, 70, 

70a in silver, 71, 71 in silver and 71b in brass. According to Charles Davis, 
only six sets of these photographs were produced. Their extremely high 
magnification and crisp focus allows detailed study of a sort arguably even 
surpassing direct examination of the pieces themselves. Rarely offered, a set in 
the second Champa sale (catalogued by Davis) brought $495 (lot 1218).

Buchanan had been President of the Baltimore branch of the Bank, and McCulloch had 
been Cashier. The indictments against them were “founded on several discounts on Stock notes, to a very large amount, obtained by 
these persons in the Branch Bank, by indirect means,” states the opening of this report. Buchanan and McCulloch had apparently been 
using Bank assets to purchase Bank stocks for personal gain. For a good discussion of the Buchanan/McCulloch shenanigans, see 
Ralph C.H. Catterall’s The Second bank of the United States.

The theft of Judd’s collection centered on his collection of 
Greek coins, valued by Kosoff at around 550,000 at the time. Apparently, while some of the material was later found in Europe, much 
of it was never located. Kosoff was Judd’s dealer of choice, and the source of many of Judd’s coins, including ancient material we 
generally don’t associate Kosoff with. The two were friends, and many of the letters here and in the following lot reflect this. On June 
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30,1965, Kosoff wrote, “Curious to know if anything has developed in the robbery case. ... Let me know about the situation — I’m 
afraid nothing has turned up or I would have heard about it.” Judd wrote on July 8, “We have not had any clue or any further word 
with regard to the coins which were stolen. You certainly would know immediately if I do ever hear anything one way or the other. I 
think in my own mind that they are gone for good.” Kosoff replied on July 12, “I am really amazed that nothing has turned up on 
those ancient coins — perhaps the culprits realize that they have something that is too hot and are waiting for it to cool off a bit. 
However, you have to have a lot of patience in these matters and when they finally break down the coins will probably appear in 
various spots at one time. I think it might be discouraging — but not hopeless.” On October 4, Kosoff wrote, “I am a bit surprised that 
nothing has broken on your coin theft. I have a feeling that this stuff is finding its way into Europe. I say this for no reason except that 
we have had two breakthroughs on big matters in the States. The Yale robbery has been cracked at least and whether or not they will 
get to the bottom of the whole situation is a matter for the future. Lester Merkin’s robbery has turned up a whole ring of scoundrels 
who have been nabbed and much of the merchandise has been recovered.” A very interesting group of material.

The merchants in the confederacy immediately gave their vote its effect, by subscribing an agreement not to receive or pay this species 
of money, but at fourteen coppers halfpence to the shilling; and the practice prevailed universally, after one inconsiderable riot by the 
mob, in which the Lieutenant Governor assisted the magistrates in apprehending the chief rioters, who were punished for the 
ineffectual tumult they had raised in the capital. The policy of multiplying such summary tribunals, was questioned by the zealous 
advovates [sic] of the old trial by jury; and there were some who animadverted upon the Lieutenant Governor’s agency respecting this 
species of coin, as what would in Mr. Clinton have been represented worthy of reprehension from the Crown.”

1795 Supplementary Mint Act Signed in Ink by Secretary of State Edmund Randolph 
Establishes Position of Melter and Refiner, Authorises Reduction in Weight of Cents and 
Half Cents, and Provides for Their Distribution

A very early Congressional document relating to the U.S. Mint, signed in ink by Secretary of State Edmund Randolph. This Act 
established the position of Melter and Refiner at the Mint, and described the duties of this position: “to take charge of all copper, and 
silver or gold bullion delivered out by the treasurer of the mint after it has been assayed, agreeably to the rules and customs of the mint 
already directed and established, or which may hereafter be directed and established by the accounting officers of the treasury, and to 
reduce the same into bars or ingots fit for the rolling mills, and then to deliver them to the coiner or treasurer, as the director shall 
judge expedient; and to do and perform all other duties belonging to the office of a melter and refiner or which shall be ordered by the 
director of the mint.” The document also sets the surety for the position ($6,000) and the salary ($1,500). It goes on to discuss the fees 
for refining silver and gold deposited at the Mint that was below the coinage standard. Significantly, the Act additionally authorizes the 
President “whenever he shall think it for the benefit of the United States, to reduce the weight of the copper coin of the United 
States.” It also provides for the expedient distribution of copper cents and half cents: “it shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the 
United States, from time to time, as often as he shall receive copper cents and half cents from the treasurer of the mint, to send them 
to the bank or branch banks of the United States, in each of the states where such bank is established; and where there is no bank 
established, then to the collector of the principal town in such state (in the proportion of the number of inhabitants of such state) to 
be by such bank or collector, paid out to the citizens of the state for cash, in sums not less than ten dollars value.” This important 
document is signed in print by Speaker of the House Frederick Augustus Muhlenberg, Senate President Pro Tempore Henry Tazewell 
and President George Washington. More significandy, however, it is hand-signed in ink by Secretary of State Edmund Randolph, 
indicating that it is one of a few copies intended for official distribution to government functionaries and to the states (most copies 
were distributed unsigned). The standard bibliographies on early American imprints record two states of this particular Act. One state 
(Evans 29697) includes the printed statement, “Deposited among the Rolls in the office of the Secretary of State.” The other (Bristol 
B9373) does not, and is similar to most other Congressional Acts of the period. This copy is of the former state, and was signed for 
distribution by Randolph. An extraordinary rarity, the North American Imprints Project records only two copies, one in the Library of 
Congress and another in the New York Public Library (neither of which is likely to be for sale anytime soon). The practice of the 
Secretary of State signing copies of Congressional Acts for official distribution was limited to the first three Congresses, after which it 
was discontinued. E.dmund Randolph (1753-1813) served as the first L'.S. Attorney General before becoming the nation’s second 
Secretary of State on January 2, 1794, succeeding Thomas Jefferson upon the latter’s resignation. In August 1795, Randolph was 
himself forced to resign after an intercepted letter from French governmental sources compromised his ability to work with 
Washington.

Up to the present moment you have readily and cheerfully afforded the means necessary to support your government in 
this protracted struggle, it is your war. You proclaimed it, and you have sustained it against traitors everywhere, with a patriotic 
devotion unsurpassed in the world’s history. ... The brave men who are fighting our battles by land and sea must be fed and clothed, 
munitions of war of all kinds must be furnished, or the war must end in defeat and disgrace.” The tax form is an interesting Civil War 
era document, asking the recipient to list certain luxury goods including silver and gold plate.

Involved with the establishment of the Boston Public Library, Vattemare was also a 
numismatist. This catalogue includes Vattemare’s description of an important collection of U.S. medals, donated to the Bibliotheque 
Nationale (which subsequendy lost most of them, according to one expert in the field). In his essay “Vattemare and Numismatics,” 
Alan Stahl writes that “Vattemare’s main contribution to numismatics, and one of the great monuments in American numismatic 
literature, is his Collection de Monnaies et Medailles de I'Amerique du Nord de 1652 a 1858.” Vattemare’s work gives a historical overview of 
North American numismatics and describes in detail some 381 pieces in the collection. Scarce and important.

Dillingham had high hopes for the hobby: “The resumption of specie payment will 
undoubtedly bring many new collectors in the field in this country, and we trust many of the old collectors 
who have long-ago abandoned the occupation of coin collecting will again come forward with renewed 
interest and help to make more popular this branch of science, which we believe will then take a new 
standing, and the names of its patrons will be swelled to twice their former numbers.” Several of the 
leading lights of the hobby advertised in its pages. Nearly unknown today, and infrequently encountered.

Modest in 
appearance, with the average issue being only eight pages long, Numisma is one of the most entertaining publications ever to grace the 
hobby: by parts scholarly and serious, it was also back-stabbing, venomous and filled to the brim with gossip of every description, 
making it as much fun to read 120 years later as it must have been on its original publication (if one wasn’t on the receiving end of 
Frossard’s stings). What was standard journalistic fare to Frossard would probably land a publisher in court today. Part house organ, 
part unofficial supplement to the American journal of Numismatics, part scandal sheet and yellow journalism, Numisma played a role in the 
hobby of the late 19th century that could not be compared to that of any publication today.

While not a complete run, and while containing a number of incomplete issues, this set constitutes 
a substantial run of this rare journal, which began chronicling the notgeld issues at the time of their emission. Edited first by Max 
Braunschweig and then by Arnold Keller (the latter of whom would be the publication’s guiding force for most of its life), the 
publication was issued on an inconsistent basis from 1919 to 1935, under various rides and in various formats. Advertisements were at 
times incorporated into the text, at times restricted to particular pages, and at rimes printed as a separate, accompanying publication.

This three-page article discusses the subject of whether the 
Massachusetts silver coinage beginning in 1652 was an act of rebellion, and is a significant early American publication on coinage. The 
unsigned author takes issue with Dr. Robertson’s History of America, which states that the citizenry of Massachusetts had deliberately 
defied the Royal prerogative in regards to the right to coin money. This article discusses how the coinage began during the 
interregnum of the Reformation, and argues that Robertson is mistaken in his assumptions regarding the motives of Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. Very scarce. Shaw & Shoemaker 909.

The second and final issue of this short-lived journal, which published high-quality articles by serious numismatists. This issue 
included pieces by Bob Julian, Doug Ball, Gene Hessler and others.

At this point, probably due to insufficientfunds, the format of the publication changed. The less-impressive new publication was 
at first titled The Medal Collector Bulletin, causing the numbering to begin again with the Vol. 1, Nos. 1—3 (fan—Mar. 
1954) issue. With the Vol 2 , No. 4 (April 1955) issue, the Bulletin fell off The Medal Collector with little fanfare, 
reverting to the publication’s original title but causing confusion in the ranks of the bibliographically minded.

1 in 1954 had been a mistake, so the four volumes of the original series were added to the four so far published of the 
second series, makng the present volume Vol. 9 and the more OCDish among us clutch our heads. 

Vols. 10—52 (1959—2001), nearly complete, lacking 28 issues over these years, most of them in later volumes. Irregularly 
published, with some volumes consisting of six issues, while other had 10 or 12. Double-issues abound, with some 
assigned single numbers and others two numbers. Volume and issue numbers are occasionally errantiy stated, though 
issue dates appear to remain accurate. The 1960 10th anniversary supplementary issue is included, as is the separate 
1994 index issue. 

Also included are OMSA Handbooks for 1963, 1978, 1981, 1987 and 1989 and Membership Lists for 1992, 1994 
and 1995. Various inserts are to be found in some issues. Very good to fine, with most issues solidly in the 
latter category'. ($750) 

The Medal Collector began in April 1949 as The Medal Collectors' Cooperative. This modest publication was published in four issues before 
the establishment of the Orders and Medals Society of America in 1950, at which time the publication became The Medal Collector (and 
began again at Vol. 1, No. 1). As the notes above indicate, there were subsequent changes of name and several changes of format 
before the struggling periodical was safely treading water. The longevity of the publication can be ascribed to the same attribute that 
made its early years difficult: its strict focus on orders, decorations and medals. Never one of the most popular areas of numismatics, it 
has been served well by The Medal Collector , which has become a vital publication on the subject. Infrequently offered, the earlier 
volumes are decidedly scarce and the first four volumes downright rare (the Bass/Fuld set began with the 1954 volume). While the set 
is not complete, it is noteworthy that the earlier volumes are considerably more complete than the later ones: the rarely seen first eight 
volumes are lacking but one issue, and the first 20 volumes are lacking only three issues. The first 1954 issue is addressed to “Frederick 
C.C. Boyd / Ringoes, New Jersey.” Later ex John J. Ford, Jr., who assembled most of the set (Boyd having died in 1958). A rare 
opportunity.

self-covered. Fine. ($40) 

Arguably the most important volume of the Raymond CCJ, these include Walter Breen’s groundbreaking “Research in the Archives” 
series beginning with the second issue and closing with the last. These five issues covered: 1) “Proofs, Essais, Restrikes and Related 
Material”; 2) “Revised Copper Coinage Figures, 1793-1857”; 3) “Silver Coinage Figures Revised, Philadelphia Mint”; 4) “Silver 
Coinage Figures Revised”; and 5) “Gold Coinage Revisions by Dates — Philadelphia.” Breen’s research in the National Archives 
(underwritten by Raymond) led to fundamental changes in the numismatic history books as mintages were revised and other data 
reconsidered. Richard Kenney’s work on early American die-sinkers and medalists is also included throughout this volume.

The First Printing of Slafter on Vermont

The Rev. Edmund Slafter’s seminal work on the coins of Vermont was the first specialized monograph on 
such a topic: while others had written short articles and general surveys of colonial coins, Slafter attempted 
a focused, serious look at one particular series. It was first published here in the Collections of the Vermont 
Historical Society (1870), a very scarce volume offered only infrequently. The article was also published as an 
offprint, bound separately and limited to 50 copies, which is extremely rare today. These two volumes are 
all that was published of this particular Vermont Historical Society publication. Slafter’s work in this copy is 
attractive: the paper on which the volume was printed was above average, and the volume’s two plates of 
illustrations (both in Slafter’s article) are fine.

The sixth issue 
consists almost entirely of a reprint of Edward Toda’s Annam and Its Minor Currency. The seventh issue focused on Japan, and reprinted 
Leon Van De Polder’s Abridged History of the Copper Coins of Japan.

II having 12 issues irregularly numbered and the others a more usual 12 apiece). Vol. V consists of 12 issues under three tides, the 
name being changed to Coin News with No. 5 and two issues later (at the suggestion of Numismatic News) to Coin Press. Under this tide, 
it continued to publish Vols. VI-VIII in serially numbered format (26 issues total: 14 for Vol. VI, 10 for Vol. VII and 2 for Vol. VIII). 
Krause only published three issues under the Coin Press tide before changing it to the much more successful Coins.

An interesting issue of an 18th-century semi-weekly New York newspaper, reporting on the yellow fever epidemic in Philadelphia

life including the activities of the early Mint. The Spectator was published from 1797 to 1804, first by George F. Hopkins.

Numismatic contents include occasional comments made at the expense of Ebenezer 
Mason (who replied in kind in his own magazine) and interesting pieces on Massachusetts coinage written by H.E.W., identified by 
Charles Davis (Champa II, lot 1489) as Harlow Woodward, the son of W. Elliot Woodward. In 1869, Trifet (1848-1899), a prominent 
stamp dealer in Boston, had to defend himself against charges of stamp forgery, which makes for some interesting reading in Vol. 2. In 
the January 1871 issue of Mason’s Coin and Stamp Collectors’ Magazine, Mason notes that Trifet and Company had “gone up” and 
lamented the $2 they owed him. As the publisher’s cloth for Vol. 1 here includes the full title, this annual edition was apparendy issued 
after coins were added to the monthly journal’s subject matter midway through the second volume. Both volumes have also been seen 
by this cataloguer in green publisher’s cloth.
